A IT  H UAL  REPORT 


Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Cadvan  Jones,  Gentlemen, 

A further  decline  in  population  occurred  during 
1955#  there  being  an  estimated  drop  of  40,  Though  the 
number  of  deaths  vms  22  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  they  still  exceeded  the  births  by  a margin  of  29, 
a disguieting  situation,  especially  when  viev^red  in 
conjunction  with  the  fsict  that  it  is  estimated  that  the 
percentage  of  persons  over  65  will  double  in  the  next 
25  years. 


There  were  5 niore  deaths  from  tuberculosis  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  there  was  a sharp  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  disease 
notified,  from  10  to  22,  the  increase  being' more  marked 
in  the  age  group  from  45  - 65,  Deaths  from  cancer 
shO¥/ed  a decrease  of  5* 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
comprised  the  biggest  group  of  deaths,  and  Piespiratory 
diseases,  apart  from  tuberculosis  formed  another  large 
group. 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year, 
and  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

The  completion  of  the  Rhydysarn  YlTater  Scheme  was 
an  important  new  work,  and  the  Dolrhedyn  Terrace 
drainage  scheme  \?as  a step  in  the  right  direction  with 
regard  to  the  much  to  be  desired  diminution  of  night 
soil  collecting,

The  Glasfryn  Housing  Scheme  of  99  houses  v/as  completed 
during  the  year. 

19  applications  for  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts  were 
approved  and  7 were  completed. 


WATAR  SUPPLY 

The  district,  except  for  some  farinhouses  and  isolated 
properties  is  supplied  from  Mom^ynion  Lake. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  the  Main  Supply  have  shown 
it  to  be  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  1. 

The  P.H.  Value  of  the  raw  water  varies  6.2  to  6.4  but  the 
distributed  supply  is  P.H,  8.6. 

The  outgoing  supply  at  P.H,  8.6  is  to  be  brought  up  to 
P.H,  9*6  to  counteract  acidity  regained  in  transit. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  qualitj?’  and 
quantity,  but  waste  continues  exceptionalljr  high. 

The  source  is  a natural  mountain  lake.  The  water  is  • 
screened,  treated  with  Soda  Ash  and  Alumina,  filtered  through 
high  pressure  mechanical  filters  followed  by  a lime  dosage  and 
finally  chlorinated  before  distribution.  It  has  a Chlorine 
Residual  of  .4  P.P.M.  half  hour  after  contact  and  Nil  Piesidual 
in  the  town. 

During  the  year  the  new  water  scheme  to  Rhydysarn  Hamlet 
was  completed  by  Contract.  A major  diversion  scheme  was 
completed  at  Hendreddu.
